insists that by fall business will be 
on the road to recovery and that there 
will be a general alleviation of un-* 
employment. We trust he is right in 
this latest forecast and that it is some- 
thing more than political hope. Cer- 
tain financial authorities are making 
the same prediction. If it were a ques- 
tion of self-help only the United 
States would speedily get back to an 
abundantly prosperous state, but world 
conditions generally are unfavorable, 
and we only realize our utmost in 
prosperity when our foreign markets 
are strong and on the increase. Con- 
gress has not helped the situation by 
revision of the tariff.

" BATTLE OF SANTIAGO 


On July 3, 1898, the Spanish fleet under Ad- 


miral Cevera, attempting to escape from Santiago 
harbor, was intercepted and destroyed by the 
American fleet under the command of Admiral 
Schley. This was one of the most spectacular 
battles of the Spanish-American war. 


Finding himself in a blockade, Cervera pro- 


posed to ram his flagship, the Teresa, into the 
American cruiser Brooklyn, so that his other 
ships would have an opportunity to break 
through and escape. This strategy failed,, for 
when Carvera made his dash each 
Spanish 


cruiser 
following him found itself confronted 


with an American dreadnaught- 
"Thus," writes an historian, "the action re- 


solved itself into a series of magmificent duels 
between powerful ironclads, metal ringing oa 
metal, while the cannon roared, the great en- 
gines throbbed, and the air was filled by the 
clouds of smoke, which rushed from the over- 
charged boilers. The Spaniards' aim was bad, or 
their powder poor, for their shots went wild or 
fell short, while the American gunnery was ex- 
cellent."

This sometimes 
changes a white garment into a gray 
one. Lead weighted silks of light 
shade may also turn dark or almost 
black on exposure to the air, from 
reaction of the lead- with sulphur 
compounds* In the air, especially in 
an atmosphere polluted with smoke 
from factory or institution stacks.

possibility of chronic lead poisoning 
from •wearing silk underwear weight- 
ed with lead.

stations and officials In the various 
states they represent. 


It *»a« been just a year since the 


commission has taken a prolonged 
recess. From
